Whenever we go on vacationi my husband and I 
make a habit of checking out some of the local 
computer stores* In Denver recently we 
visited a small store and discovered a program 
by DATASOFT called Color Print* By now, 
you have probably grown bored with seeing 
your printer turn your lovely, colorful 
creations into uniformly black and white 
pictures* Help is available* You could buy a 
color printer, but for most of us that is not a 
realistic solution* I have only seen the 
program mentioned once in the major 
magazines* You might want to look at "The 
Blossoming of Computer Art" in the January 
issue of ANTIC m^azine* 

The program comes with a short, informative 
and relatively easy to read manual, a program 
diskette and about 20 sheets of carbon paper 
in various colors* The program works directly 
with Micropainter format pictures and an 
Epson printer, although other printers can be 
used* If yoy are converting pictures from 
another graphics package, you must be sure 
that the color bytes are saved* The June 
issue of Creative Computing has a listing of 
conversion programs for Koala and Atari 
Touch Tablet pictures that will save the 
colors* To use the program, you must first 
make a "carbon sandwich*" Using two sheets 
of pin feed paper, place a carbon between them 
and fold the two sheets to enclose the carbon* 
Load the program and thread the printer with 
the "sandwich*" The program asks several 
questions about size, direction, etc* The 
feature that makes Color Print unique, though, 
is that on the first pass through the printer 
only one color register can be printed* Then 
remove the carbon, put the next color in, 
rethread the printer and the next color will be 
printed* Although it is kind of tricky lining 
up the paper for succesive passes through the 
printer, it is possible to achieve a fair amount 
of accuracy in "registering" the picture* 

It is possible by repeating this procedure on 



two versions of one picture to produce a print 
with more than 4 colors* For instance, if a 
large blank circle were saved in the middle of 
a picture, the circle could be filled in with a 
design and recalled at a later time with a 
design inscribed in it* By registering the 
second image with the first, a second picture 
could be created in another color, much like 
double-exposing a photograph* 

There are other interesting features of the 
Color Print program* It allows printing in 
black and white without carbons, has several 
sizes available, and will print a picture in an 
"emphasized" mode, which greatly increases 
the clarity of the image, in either color or 
black and white* A "window" can also be 
created and printed* This allows a portion of 
a picture to be expanded and printed* 

The program, as it is removed from the 
package, will work with the Epson printer with 
Graftrax* It is easily reconfigured for the 
NEC 8023 and can therefore also be used with 
the Prowriter 8510* Datasoft claims that 
extra carbons are available through them, but 
since the program is about a year and a half 
old and I have never seen it vigorously 
promoted, they may no longer support it* I 
have written to the company to find out in the 
mean time, and am trying to develop an 
alternate source of supply* If you have an 
interest in this program, you may have to dig 
some to find it, but I can recommend it* The 
list price is about $34 and you should be able 
to get it for less* So long for now and may all 
your graphics be colorful*
